ment issued by the French war of- 
fice, which says that the progress of 
the German right wing has obliged 
the French to yiefd ground. 

Earl Kitchener, the British war sec- 
Tetary gives in detail the part play- 
ed by British troops in the operat- 
ions in Belgium and France, These 
operations extended from August 23 
to August 26, and the British losses 
numbered in the neighborhood of 6,- 
000. The condition and spirits - of 
the Britith troops at the front are 
described as excellent, and reinforce- 
ments have been sent that will more 
than fill the vacancies, 

A German aviator has appeared 
over Paris and was engaged on Sun- 
day in dropping bombs in a populous 
portion of the city. lSeveral of the 
bombs failed to explode, according 
to the accounts, and the only two 
persons injured were women. 


Paris is preparing for a_ seige

gourd with a drumstick, the clothes 
keller swings a drum which has two 
bits of metal attached to it by strings, 
the toy dealer strikes a brass gong of 
u peculiarly penetrating tone, the kuife 
grinder claps three blocks of fron to- 
gether, and the seller of charcoal! an- 
nounces his coming by a repeated tap, 
tap ana block of wood. 

The watchman manages to introduce 
a little variety. He is armed with a 
wooden drum, which he tups in differ. 
ent measures to mark the different 
hours of the night. The sound of hig 
druin, however, carries no certain us- 
surance. ‘On the night when Peking 
was looted you would not have knuwn 
from him that anything was wrong. 
In the intervals.of the rifle fire the 
sound of his drum rose undismayed, 
signaling’ in superb nonchualunce: the 
exciting bours. 

The fact is that he fs not on duty to 
catch thieves or even to scare them off, 
as are some of the Japanese watchmen. 
His function is nobler, The sound of 
his drum frightens away the spirits of 
evil, without. whose presence no self 
respecting thief can hope to pull of a 
successful job.
